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FIFTIETH  ANNUAL  REPORT

Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  the  Blind

September  30,  1920: 

Ixtroduuctiox  : — In  submitting  the  50th  Annual 
Report  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  to  the  members  of 
the  Corporation,  the  Provincial  Governments  interested 
and  the  many  friends  of  the  school  throughout  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland,  the  Board  of 
Ma  nagers  desire  to  acknowledge  the  many  blessings  that 
have  been  vouchsafed  by  a kind  Providence  and  to  ex- 
press the  hope  that  its  fifty  years  of  successful  and 
active  work  on  behalf  of  (the  blind  may  be  taken  as  a fair 
indication  of  the  future  usefulness  of  the  institution. 

Official  Reports: — The  reports  of  the  Superinten- 
dent and  his  assistant  contain  a brief  sketch  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  school  since  its  inception  and  a concise  record 
of  the  educational  work  which  is  here  being  carried  on 
for  the  benefit  of  those  deprived  of  sight. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  several  departments 
of  the  school  are  well  equipped,  and  that  the  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  are  using  their  best  efforts  to  for- 
ward the  interests  of  the  pupils. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  the  attendance  of 
pupils  shows  a distinct  gain  over  the  two  preceding 
years. 

The  Housf.hold: — Your  Board  are  pleased  to  state 
that  every  effort  is  made  to  insure  the  comfort  and  well- 
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being'  of  our  large  li o u sell ol (1.  and  tliat  every  care  is  taken 
to  provide  the  staff  and  pupils  with  ample,  well-cooked 
food,  clean  and  comfortable  accommodation  and  pleas- 
ant. -surroundings.  We  feel  that  while  the  household 
affairs  must  be  administered  with  efficiency  and  economy 
-all  -is  -being  done  that  can  be  done  to  make  the  home  life 
of  the  Institution  agreeable  to  the  pupils  committed  to 
our  charge,  a-s  well  as  t-o  the  staff  in  residence. 

Repairs: — The  repairs  to  our  buildings,  made  neces- 
sary by  the  great  explosion  of  1917,  were  completed  at 
a cost  of  $23,049.61,  -and  of  this,  amount  the  Halifax  Re- 
lief Commission  has  paid  us  $18,000.00,  which  leaves  a 
balance  of  upwards  of  $5,000.00.  This  has  to  be  added  to 
the  deficits  on  current  account,  which  have  given  your 
Board  so  much  anxiety  during  recent  years. 

Maintenance: — As  stated  in  the  previous  report, 
the  current  income  of  the  school  was  unfortunately  be- 
low the  annual  expenses.  This  was  due  in  part  to  the 
fact  that  for  the  two  years  succeeding  the  explosion  the 
number  of  pupils  in  attendance  was  seriously  reduced. 
As  the  governmental  grants  received  were  dependent 
on  the  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  our  income  was 
directly  affected  and  your  Board  had  to  face  the  situ- 
ation of  a reduced  income  and  increased  expenses,  which 
resulted  in  a serious  deficit  and  made  the  financial  out- 
look of  the  school  very  unsatisfactory.  Under  these 
circumstances  your  Board  appealed  to  the  Governments 
of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  Newfoundland  for  special 
grants  and  an  increase  in  the  annual  allowance  per 
pupil.  To  this  appeal  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia 
generously  responded  by  making  a special  grant  of 
$25,000.00  and  by  increasing  the  annual  allowance  per 
pupil  from  $300.00  to  $400.00.  The  Governments  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Newfoundland  have  agreed  to  in- 
crease the  annual  allowance  per  pupil  to  $400.00,  and 
the  Government  of  Newfoundland  very  kindly  made  a 
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special  grant  of  $1500.00  for  the  year  just  closed.  No 
response  has  yet  been  made  by  the  Government  of 
I i nice  Edward  Island,  but  your  Board  feel  that  the 
stand  1 rovmce  will  readily  accept  its  share  of  the  ob- 
ligation incurred.  With  the  increased  grants  and  pri- ' 
\atc  support  the  balance  between  income  and  expendi- 
ture should  be  on  the  right  side,  but,  unfortunately,  as 
he  accounts  herewith  submitted  will  show,  the  school 
Inrs  still  a deficit  of  upwards  of  $30,000.00,  which  is 
represented  by  current  liabilities  and  a serious  over- 
draft at  the  bank.  It  is  hoped  that  the  many  friends  of 
the  school  will  aid  us  in  wiping  out  this  deficit  so  that 
we  may  be  enabled  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  institu- 
tion without  being  hampered  by  liabilities  which  are 
directly  responsible  to  the  Great  War  and  to  the  Halifax 
Explosion. 


The  Si  perintendent  and  Asst.  Superintendent: — 
In  closing  this  Report,  your  Board  desire  to  express 
their  satisfaction  with  the  Reports  presented  by  our 
Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent. 

The  brief  but  interesting  historical  sketch  of  the 
School  for  the  Blind  from  its  inception  in  1871  down  to 
the  present  time  should  be  most  encouraging  to  all  who 
recognize  the  importance  of  educating  the  Blind,  and 
should  stimulate  others  to  help  to  make  this  Jubilee 
year  the  banner  as  well  as  the  g'olden  year  of  its  exist- 
ence. 


It  is  not  given  to  many  Institutions  to  round  out 
their  half  century  of  service  with  so  splendid  a record 
of  effort  and  achievement,  and  we  venture  to  aif'rm 
that  not  alone  the  City  of  Halifax,  nor  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  but  also  the  entire  Dominion  of  Canada 
shou’d  be  and  is  proud  of  this  establishment  and  of  the 
magnificent  work  done  by  its  indefatigable  Superin- 
tendent, Sir  Frederick  Fraser,  who  has  given  to  it 
a whole  lifetime  of  unselfish  and  untirng  devoton.  We 
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rejoice  that  his  health  is  still  good,  and  that  he  feels 
equal  to  continuing  his  labor  of  love. 

Mr.  Allen,  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  has  done 
good  work  in  the  educational  department  and  has  re- 
lieved Sir  Frederick  of  some  of  his  many  arduous  duties, 
and  promises  to  be  of  importance  to  the  future  success 
of  our  institution. 

A Brief  Appreciation: — Your  Board  has  to  report 
with  regret  that  two  of  its  members  have  died  during 
the  year  and  one  has  resigned. 

Mr.  J.  Y.  Payzant,  who  recently  died  in  California, 
had  been  a member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the 
past  thirty  years,  and  has  always  taken  a warm  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  blind. 

Sir  Malachy  Daly,  K.C.M.G.,  who  died  at  his  home 
in  Halifax  in  April  last  had  been  an  active  member  of 
the  Board  for  twenty  years  and  did  all  in  his  power  to^ 
promote  the  interests  of  the  school. 

In  April  last  Mr.  J.  C.  Macintosh  resigned  his 
position  as  a member  of  the  Board  after  having  given 
thirty-seven  years  of  service  to  the  school,  and  having 
held  the  offices  of  President  or  Vice-President  for 
twenty  years.

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Superintendent’s  Report 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School 
for  the  Blind: — 

Gentlemen  Tlie  .table  of  attendance  herewith 
submitted  shows  that  159  blind  persons  have  been  under 
instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom  88  were  males 
and  71  females.  Of  these  26  graduated  or  remained  at 
home,  making  the  tota1  number  registered  September 
30th,  1920,  133,  of  whom  75  are  males  and  58  females. 
Of  these  88  are  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  24 
from  New  Brunswick,  4 from  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
17  from  Newfoundland.

The  School: — The  School  for  the  Blind  was  first 
opened  for  the  admission  of  pupils  in  August,  1871, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  present  term  in  June,  1921,  it 
will  have  completed  its  fiftieth  year  of  active  work  in 
educating  and  training  the  blind  youth  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland.  Commencing  with  four 
pupils  in  1871,  the  number  was  steadily  grown  until 
there  are  today  upon  our  school  register  130  pupils. 
The  salient  features  of  the  history  of  the  school  may  be 
briefly  stated  as  follows:— 

In  1867,  Mr.  Win.  Murdock,  a retired  merchant  of 
Halifax,  died  in  London,  and  among  other  legacies  be- 
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queathed  the  sum  of  £5,000  (N.  S.  Currency)  to  establish 
a School  for  the  Blind,  upon  conditions  that  £3,000,  or 
$12,000.00,  should  be  subscribed  towards  the  erection  of 
a suitable  building. 

The  first  meeting  under  the  Act  of  Incorporation  to 
elect  a Board  of  Managers  and  Officers  was  held  at  the 
City  Council  Chamber  on  the  27th,  April,  1868.  At  this 
meeting  a Committee  wTas  appointed  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions towards  the  building  fund,  and  the  Board  were 
empowered  to  proceed  with  the  work  as  soon  as  the 
funds  at  their  disposal  reached  the  stipulated  amount. 
The  City  of  Halifax  having  donated  a portion  of  the  South 
Common  for  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  institution, 
the  building  was  contracted  for  by  Mr.  H.  Peters  and 
was  completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1869. 

In  1874  pupils  from  the  Provinces  of  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Prince  Edward  Island  entered  the  school. 

In  1879  a free  Circulating  Library  for  the  Blind 
was  established  at  the  school,  and  its  development  has 
proved  of  vital  importance  to  the  pupils  of  the  school 
and  to  the  graduates. 

During  the  ten  years  after  the  opening  of  the  school 
many  difficulties  were  encountered,  and  it  was  found 
almost  impossible  to  maintain  and  develop  the  school 
with  the  slender  means  at  its  command. 

In  1881  forty-five  public  meetings  were  held 
throughout  Nova  Scotia  for  the  purpose  of  presenting 
to  the  people  the  need  for  increased  support  for  the 
education  of  the  blind,  and  for  the  advocacy  of  action 
being  taken  by  the  Government  and  Legislature  ot  the  . 
Province  to  place  the  education  of  the  blind  on  the  same 
footing  as  that  enjoyed  by  boys  and  girls  with  sight.  As 
a result  of  this  campaign,  a wide-spread  interest  m the 
welfare  of  the  blind  was  developed,  and  the  resolutions 
calling  upon  the  Government  to  enact  legislation  favor- 
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able  to  the  free  education  of  the  blind  were  warmly  sup- 
ported by  the  leading  men  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  by  the 
large  and  enthusiastic  audiences  which  attended  the 
public  meetings  at  which  the  cause  of  the  blind  was 
earnestly  advocated. 

In  1882  the  Nova  Scotia  Government  presented  to 
the  legislature  an  Act  “Relating  to  the  Education  of 
the  Blind”  and  by  its  passage  free  education  was  se- 
cured for  every  child  in  Nova  Scotia,  who  by  reason  of 
blindness  or  insufficient  sight  was  unable  to  attend  the 
public  schools.  Many  prominent  men  might  be  men- 
tioned as  having  been  influential  in  securing  the  legis- 
lation referred  to,  and  the  blind  youth  of  the  Province 
have  good  reason  to  hold  in  grateful  memory  such  men 
as  Mr.  John  S.  MacLean  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Silver,  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  who 
gave  their  vigorous  and  enthusiastic  support  to  the 
campaign  for  the  free  education  of  the  blind. 

In  1884,  by  an  aot  of  the  Legislature,  the  name  of 
the  institution  was  changed  from  “THE  HALIFAX 
ASYLUM  FOR  THE  BLIND”  to  “THE  HALIFAX 
SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND”.  The  advisability  of  the 
change  of  name  will  be  apparent  to  those  interested  in 
the  blind. 

In  1887  pupils  from  the  colony  of  Newfoundland 
were  first  admitted  . 

In  1890  the  number  of  pupils  having  increased  to 
•>9,  it  was  decided  to  appeal  to  the  Legislature  and  to 
the  public  lor  funds  with  which  to  erect  an  addition  to 
the  main  building.  The  response  to  the  appeal  was 
most  gratifying,  and  in  1891  the  new  building,  or  east 
wing,  of  the  school,  was  completed  and  occupied. 

In  1892  the  Government  and  Legislature  of  New 
Brunswick  adopted  an  Aot  “Relating  to  the  Education 
of  the  Blind”  by  which  provision  was  made  to  admit 
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the  blind  youth  of  our  sister  province  to  this  school  on 
the  same  footing  as  pupils  from  Nova  Scotia. 

In  1893,  the  first  definite  plans  were  made  for 
teaching  the  adult  blind  in  their  homes,  and  an  organ- 
ized effort  was  started  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose. 
Since  its  inauguration  the  work  has  been  steadily  car- 
ried on.  Owing  to  the  expense  of  maintaining  travelling 
home-teachers,  the  limited  amount  of  money  available, 
and  the  wide-spread  territory  that  had  to  be  covered, 
it  was  found  impossible  to  meet  the  demands  for  in- 
struction that  were  constantly  arising,  hence  it  was  that 
in  1919,  when  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind  organized  the  Maritime  Division  of  the  Institute, 
it  was  agreed  to  have  the  income  of  the  fund  adminis- 
tered by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Maritime 
Division  of  the  Canadian  National  Institute  for  the 
Blind.  By  this  arrangement  at  least  three  Home  Teach- 
ers of  the  blind  may  be  kept  constantly  at  work.  Three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for 
the  Blind,  namely,  Doctor  J.  Walter  Allison,  Hon.  L.  G. 
Power  and  Mr.  S.  M.  Brookfield  are  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Maritime  Division.  The  in- 
come of  the  fund  for  the  past  year  was  $1,267.49. 

In  1895  the  number  of  pupils  having  increased  to 
seventy,  it  was  decided  to  endeavor  to  secure  funds  to 
erect  a second  addition  to  our  buildings,  and  it  is  a 
satisfaction  to  state  that  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  subscriptions  of 
those  who  were  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  blind, 
the  building  which  forms  the  West  Wing  of  our  institu- 
tion was  completed  and  occupied  two  years  later. 

The  marked  feature  of  the  year  1898,  so  far.  as  the 
Blind  of  this  country  is  concerned,  was  the  action  of 
the  Canadian  Parliament  in  authorizing  the  Hon.  Wm. 
Mulock,  Postmaster-General,  to  allow  raised  print  books 
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for  the  blind  to  be  transmitted  through  the  mails  free 
of  cost.  With  respect  to  the  free  transmission  of  em- 
bossed books,  we  find,  as  in  so  many  other  reforms, 
Canada  led  the  world. 

In  1900  Mr.  H.  M.  Whitney,  of  Boston,  presented 
the  school  with  a complete  printing  outfit,  including  a 
Braille  Point  Stereotyper  and  a Printing  Press.  This 
outfit  has  enabled  the  school  to  place  in  the  hands  of 
the  pupils  many  text  books  for  use  in  the  class  rooms, 
and  a quantity  of  braille  music,  which  is  greatly  prized 
by  the  students  in  the  Musical  Department.  In  addition 
to  the  printing  outfit,  Mr.  Whitney  presented  the  school 
with  a number  of  dissectible  physiological  and  botanical 
models  which  have  been  of  great  advantage  to  the  pupils. 

In  1902  the  accommodation  for  pupils  in  the  School 
was  taxed  to  its  utmost,  there  being  one  hundred  and 
twenty-one  in  attendance,  and  new  applications  for  ad- 
mission were  being  received.  The  Legislature  of  Nova 
Scotia  having  liberally  granted  $20,000.00  towards  the 
erection  of  a school  building,  efforts  were  made  to  sup- 
plement this  amount  by  securing  subscriptions  and  con- 
tributions from  the  general  public,  and  the  contract  for 
the  erection  of  the  building  was  let  in  the  early  part  of 
1903.  This  building,  which  was  completed  and  occupied 
on  February  14th,  1904,  has,  in  addition  to  school  rooms, 
music  rooms,  assembly  hall,  workshops  or  gymnasiums, 
a fine  Primary  Department  thus  increasing  the  accomo- 
dation of  the  school  to  150  pupils. 

In  1909  the  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind  was 
established,  its  purpose  being  to  assist  graduates  of  the 
School,  by  providing  them  with  tools  with  which  to  fol- 
low the  particular  trade  or  occupation  in  which  they 
had  been  trained,  and  from  time  to  time  to  give  such 
monetary  help  as  was  needed.  This  Association,  under 
the  leadership  of  Dr.  John  A.  MacDonald  has  proved 
itself  a valuable  factor  in  forwarding  the  interests  of 
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tile  adult  blind,  and  lias  during  the  present  year  com- 
menced the  erection  of  a workshop  for  the  training  and 
employment  of  men  deprived  of  sight. 

A fine  pipe  organ,  built  by  Casavant  Brothers,  of 
St  Hyacinthe,  p.  Q.,  was  installed  in  the  assembly  hall 
o the  school  in  1913,  and  has  proved  a very  valuable 
adjunct  to  the  Musical  Department.  Several  of  the 
young  men  have  been  trained  as  church  organists,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  number  of  these  will  steadily 
increase. 


In  this  same  year  the  Boys’  Industrial  Department 
was  further  developed  by  the  introduction  of  the  trade 
of  broom-making.  This  new  departure  was  financed  by 
a number  of  gentlemen  in  Halifax  who  contributed  lib- 
erally to  its  establishment. 

In  July,  1916,  the  American  Association  of  In- 
structors of  the  Blind  held  the  biennial  meeting  in  the 
School  for  the  Blind  of  this  city.  The  delegates  in- 
cluded the  superintendents  of  schools  for  the  blind  from 
all  parts  of  North  America,  as  well  as  representatives 
of  the  boards  of  management  and  teaching  staffs  of 
these  schools.  Upwards  of  eighty  delegates  were  in  at- 
tendance, and  for  three  days  the  Association  held  two 
or  more  daily  meetings,  with  round  tables  following  al- 
most each  session.  The  delegates  present  at  the  first 
session  of  the  Association  were  cordially  welcomed  by 
the  late  Hon.  D.  MacKeen,  Lieutenant-Governor  of  Nova 
Scotia:  Mr.  P.  F.  Martin,  Mayor  of  Halifax,  and  the 
Superintendent  representing  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  staff  of  the  School  for  the  Blind. 

In  1917,  a great  step  forward  was  taken  in  the  In- 
dustrial Department  of  the  School.  In  addition  to  the 
trades  of  cane-seating,  brush  and  broom-making,  pre- 
viously taught  to  the  pupils,  shoe-repairing  and  mattress- 
making were  introduced,  and  three  looms  for  weaving 
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art  rugs  and  other  fabrics  were  placed  in  the  gill* 
workshop.  The  pianoforte  tuning  department  was  also 
advanced  toy  the  purchase  of  an  up-to-date  Player  Piano. 

In  this  year  on  December  6th,  1917,  took  place  the 
great  explosion  which  destroyed  two-fifths  of  the  City 
of  Halifax  and  damaged  almost  every  building  within  a 
radius  of  ten  miles.  The  loss  of  life  was  appalling,  and 
hundreds  of  citizens  were  maimed  for  life.  Many  of 
those  injured  had  one  or  both  eyes  destroyed,  but,  thank 
God,  the  original  estimate  of  eye  casualties  proved  to  be 
exaggerated. 

The  buildings  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  were  dam- 
aged to  the  extent  of  $25,000.00,  and  it  took  two  years  to 
have  the  repairs  completed.  Since  that  date  a number 
of  men  and  women,  as  well  as  boys  and  girls,  blinded  by 
the  explosion,  have  received  training  in  the  School. 

In  1918-19,  owing  to  non-attendance  of  pupils  due 
to  the  explosion,  and  the  high  cost  of  maintenance,  the 
School  was  obliged  to  incur  a heavy  overdraft  at  the 
bank.  This  has  been  partially  offset  during  the  present 
year  by  special  grants  of  $25,000.00  from  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  and  $1,500.00  from  the  Dominion  of  New- 
foundland, with  an  increase  in  the  annual  grant  per 
pupils  from  $300.00  to  $400.00 

In  this  brief  history  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind  many  details  have  been  necessarily  omitted. 
Space  prevents  me  from  accentuating  the  steady  but 
continuous  improvement  in  all  the  departments  of  the 
school,  likewise  from  referring  to  the  zeal  and  devotion 
of  the  members  of  the  staff,  past  and  present.  In  like 
manner,  space  prevents  special  reference  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  to  the  medical  and  . 
other  professional  gentlemen  who  have  so  unstintingly 
given  their  services  free  of  charge  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Blind,  and  who  have  in  no  small  degree  fostered  the 
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building  up  of  a groat  institution  by  caring  for  those 
within  its  walls. 

The  report  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr.  E. 
Chesley  Allen,  'appended  hereto,  gives  full  details  as  to 
the  several  departments  of  the  school  and  will  be  read 
with  pleasure  by  all  who  are  interested  in  the  education 
and  training  of  the  blind. 

•Conclusion  : — In  closing  this  report  I desire  to 
thank  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  consideration  they 
have  shown  to  me  personally,  and  for  the  active  interest 
they  have  taken  in  the  welfare  of  this  school,  all  of  which 
is  respectfully  submitted.

L submit  herewith  a report  of  the  Educational  De- 
partment, including  the  Literary,  Musical,  and  In- 
dustrial Departments,  for  the  year  ending  September

Literary  Dei'artm f.nt : — During  the  term,  Mr.  6. 
M.  Mason,  who  was  acting  in  the  double  capacity  of  Boys’ 
Supervisor  and  teacher  in  the  Literary  Department,  was 
forced  to  resign  on  account  of  ill-health.  Mr.  Mason’s 
popularity  with  our  pupils  made  his  resignation,  under 
unfortunate  circumstances,  doubly  regrettable.  Miss 
Helen  Kent,  of  Truro,  was  appointed  to  till  this  vacancy 
in  the  Literary  Department. 

Of  the  total  of  12(i  pupils  in  attendance  at  the 
school,  111  were  taking  Literary  Classes — 50  boys  and 
01  girls.  The  subjects  taught  were:  Reading,  Writing 
(Braille  and  Pencil),  Spelling,  Grammar,  English  Liter- 
ature, Composition,  French,  Latin,  History  (Canadian, 
British,  and  Universal),  Geography,  Arithmetic,  Com- 
mercial Work,  Trigonometry,  Geometry,  Algebra,  Type- 
writing, Elementary  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Hygiene 
and  Nature  Study.

Industrial  Department— Girls’  Section:— The  be- 
ginning ot  this  year  saw  tlie  resignation  of  Miss  Muriel 
Eraser  from  this  department,  and  the  appointment  of 
Miss  Laura  Macintosh  as  head  of  the  department,  with 
Miss  Lottie  Armsworthy  and  Miss  Mareelina  Boudreau 
u a®si®tants-  TJle  following  classes  were  carried  on: 
Hand  Sewing,  Machine  Sewing,  Art  Fabric  Weaving, 
Hug  Weaving;  Reed  Basket-Work,  Raffia-work,  Knitting 
and  Cliair-eaning.  One  only  need  visit  this  department 
to  see  the  excellent  quality  of  the  work  done.  Chair- 
canmg  was  introduced  this  year  in  the  girls’  section,  not 
so  much  for  its  ultimate  value  as  an  occupation  as  for 
its  immediate  value  as  manual  training. 

The  hand  and  machine  sewing  taught  was  of  a most 
practical  nature,  the  pupils  being  taught,  among  other 
things  to  make  various  simple  garments. 

The  total  number  of  girls  taking  industrial  work 
was  fortv-two.

The  term  1920-21  opens  with  DIO  pupils. 

A composite  class  composed  of  our  three  most  ad- 
vanced classes,  under  the  direction  of  .Miss  Sarah  Cus- 
tance,  has  been  organized  for  instruction  in  current 
events  and  matters  of  every  day  interest.  An  effort  is 
made  to  secure  an  outside  speaker  once  a week,  the  ob- 
ject being  to  bring  our  pupils  into  contact  with  events 
and  conditions  of  public  interest. 


Another  newly  organized  class  is  in  Civics,  and  is 
taught  by  Miss  Dorothy  Townsend. 

Dour  new  type-writers  were  purchased  last  year, 
and  the  class  in  typing  continually  increases  in  popular- 
ity ; most  of  our  young  men  who  are  taking  no  other 
literary  classes,  asking  to  be  admitted,  and  receiving 
valuable  instruction  in  the  “touch  system”.  A Dicta- 
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phone  has  been  purchased,  and  as  the  pupils  reach  the 
proper  state  of  efficiency  with  the  type-writers,  they 
are  to  be  given  instruction  and  practice  in  its  use.  The 
Dictaphone  opens  up  a new  avenue  of  employment  for 
our  more  ambitious  pupils. 

An  increasing  number  of  our  older  pupils  in  the 
musical  department  are  being  given  teaching  practice, 
Ibis  being  considered  a most  valuable  part  of  their  train- 
ing as  pianoforte  teachers. 

The  instruction  in  modern  methods  of  Poultry- 
Keeping  is  faithfully  conducted  by  Mr.  John  A.  Archi- 
bald. Our  only  regret  is  that  the  attractiveness  of  some 
of  our  other  departments  causes  so  few  of  our  young 
men  to  show  an  inclination  for  instruction  in  this  sub- 
ject. 

Regular  Physical  Drill  Classes  are  being  conducted 
for  both  boys  and  girls — two  classes  for  the  older  boys, 
three  for  the  older  girls,  and  a class  for  the  pupils  ol 
the  Primary  Department,  boys  and  girls  together.  The 
quality  of  the  instruction  given  in  all  these  classes  is  of 
the  best. 

In  the  fall  of  191!)  a Boy  Scout  Troop  of  three 
patrols  was  organized  and  is  officially  known  as  the 
Fifth  Halifax  Troop.  This  troop  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  Canada,  and  besides 
supplying  our  boys  with  useful  instruction  in  subjects 
outside  our  regular  course,  it  is  an  incentive  for  the 
higher  moral  development  which  is  in  keeping  with  the 
present  trend  towards  fuller  social  service.  The  troop 
gratefully  acknowledges  the  sum  of  $103.60,  the  proceeds 
from  a play  given  in  our  hall  by  a company  of  young  peo- 
ple under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Armitage,  also  the 
gift  of  Scout  belts  and  neck-kerchiefs,  two  dozen  of  each, 
from  the  Halifax  Rotary  Club. 
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lit  planning’  the  lime-table  for  each  pupil,  the  circum- 
stances, prospects,  and  mental  ability  are  considered  in 
each  case,  with  the  aim  of  giving  a course  of  instruction 
rationally  balanced  in  culture  and  utility. 

Your  assistant  knowing  as  he  does  the  staff  in  all. 
three  departments  has  no  hesitation  in  assuring  you  of 
our  heartiest  co-operation  in  endeavoring  to  make  this, 
the  Jubilee  year  of  the  school,  the  most  successful  in  its 
history.

Chapter  54,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 

1.  (1 )— The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 

between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provision  of  “Chapter  50,’’  a settlement  in 
any  municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden 
ot  such  municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city,  town, 
tor  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor  shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being 
satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages 
above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in  such 
municipality,  city  or  town.— 1895,  C.  1,  Sec.  114,  part. 

(2) — Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescrib- 
ed, to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school 
term.— 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 


2.  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages 

of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven 
years  in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten 
years  of  age;  those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
thirteen  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  in  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of 
any  municipality  or  from  the  mayor  of  an  incorpoiated 
town  which  contributes  to  the  municipal  school  fund,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  Ironi  the  pro- 
vincial treasury  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, payab.e  half  yearly  ,and  also  to  receive  annually 
the  same  sum,  payable  half  yearly,  from  the  municipal 
schoo.  iund  of  such  municipality. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 


4.  For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  in  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the 
mayor  of  a city  or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  school  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num shall  be  rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or 
town  in  case  such  city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or 
draw  from  the  municipal  school  fund,  and  in  such  case 
such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  managers  for  each  such 
blind  person  sent  to  the  school,  and  there  shall  be  paid  to 
the  managers  from  the  provincial  treasury  for  each  such 
blind  person  for  which  such  city  or  town  contributed  such 
allowance  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  in  Chap.

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not 
a settlement  within  the  Province,  may,  nevertheless,  ap 
ply  to  the  warden  of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor 
of  any  city  or  town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  o 
such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  toi  the  11R  > ' 

if  such  warden  or  mayor  is  satisfied  that  suci  Paltn 
guardian  has  bona  fide  settled  in  such  municipality,  city 
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or  town,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or 
mayor  may  grant  such  order,  which  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  an  order  made  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Chapter  in  respect  to  a person  who  has  a settle- 
ment within  this  province.

1.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  these  consolidat- 
ed Statutes,  a settlement  within  any  county  or  city  of 
the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipal- 
ity, or  the  mayor  of  the  city,  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  tor  the 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  and  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person 
is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed  and  has  a legal  set- 
tlement in  the  municipality  or  city  shall  at  once  grant 
such  order  for  admision  as  aforesaid,  under  his  hand  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  or  city,  and  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his  ap- 
proval to  be  endorsed  thereon. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  1 ; 59  V., 
C.  13,  S.  1. 
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..  '{■.  ,T1Je  Lieutenamt-Governor-in-Couneil,  upon  beimr 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the 
Province  ot  .New  Brunswick,  and  has  no  means  of  paviim 
the  expenses  ot  his  or  her  education,  may  bv  < > rder-iiT 
Council  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply,  to 
any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and 
such  order  shall  specify  the  municipality  in  wliicn ’ such 
blind  person  lias  a settlement,  and  upon  which  he  or  she 
shall  be  chargeable.  Such  Order-in-Council  shall  entitle 
the  blind  person  mentioned  therein  to  be  received  at  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  any  other  institution 
lor  the  blind,  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned 
m sections  1 and  5 of  this  Chapter.— 56'  V.,  C.  20,  S.  1. 


3.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
so  received  at  the  said  Halifax  School  for  tlie  Blind,  or 
other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  by  the  Lieute- 
nant-Goveruor-in-Couiicil,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections,  shall  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council)  be  entitled  to  remain 
three  years. — 56  V.,  C.  20,  S.  2. 


4.  The  Lieutenant-Governor- in- Council  shall  have 
authority  by  Order-in-Council,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  to  extend  the  time 
of  any  pupil  who  has  entered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter,  or  of  anv  Act  consolidated  therein.

ditions hereinafter  prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  board- 
ed therein  during  the  school  terms.

attendance  until  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the 
ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
five  years;  and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S. 
2;  59  V.,  C.  13,  S.  2. 

6.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind, 
approved  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
such  school  or  institution  for  the  blind  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  provincial  treasury,  at  the  rate  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate  from  the 
county  school  fund  of  the  municipality  to  which  tlie  said 
blind  person  belongs.  This  section  to  apply  to  the  blind 
persons  in  attendance  at  the  Halifax  institution  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  this  Chapter. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  3,  6 
Edward  VII.,  C.  16,  S.  1. 

7.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  said  Halifax  School, 
or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  as  aforesaid, 
shall  furnish  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January 
and  July  in  each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of 
Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  full  returns 
of  the  names,  ages,  residence,  attendance,  etc.,  of  the 
pupils  in  respect  of  whom  the  above  grants  may  be 
claimed. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  4. 

8.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county 
school  fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  in- 
clude the  amounts  due  the  managers  of  any  institution  for 
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the  blind,  and  issued  drafts  therefor  on  the  treasury  of 
.the  respective  municipalities. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  5. 

9.  In  the  case  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town 
within  the  province  in  which  any  blind  person,  as  design- 
ated in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  has  a legal  settlement, 
and  which  city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw 
from  the  county  school  fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  such 
city  or  town,  to  the  board  of  managers  of  the  said  school, 
an  allowance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  an- 
num, and  such  sum  shall  form  part  of  the  general  as- 
sessment of  such  city  or  town  for  each  blind  person  sent 
to  said  school,  and  each  such  blind  person  sent  to  said 
school  shall  be  admitted  to  the  said  school  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  the  chief  execu-

ity or  the  mayor  of  the  city  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  school,  or  other  in- 
stitution for  the  blind  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  warden 
or  mayor  of  a city  be  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian have  or  had  bona  fide  settled  in  the  municipality  or 
city,  with  the  intention  of  remaining,  the  warden  or  mayor 
may  grant  such  order  in  manner  and  form  as  prescribed 
in  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  which  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  an  order  given  under  the  provisions 
of  the  said  section. — 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  7. 
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11.  In  case  of  any  person  who  lias  been  admitted  to 
the  Halifax  school  or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  as 
aforesaid,  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission 
to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no  settlement 
within  any  county  or  district  of  the  province  as  required 
by  section  1 of  this  Chapter,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly  chargeable  to  the 
province,  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  said  school  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
from  the. provincial  treasury. 55  V.,  C.  8,  S.  8:am.
